DURING the current year members and subscribing members 
will receive the four issues of the POLITICAL SCIENCE QUAR- 
TERLY and the two issues of the PROCEEDINGS as usual, but 
the “ Record of Political Events” will be discontinued. 

Last year, the Record was included in the POLITICAL ScI- 
ENCE QUARTERLY for March. It was thought then that by 
substituting the Record for the articles ordinarily printed in the 
March number, it might be possible to continue this chronicle 
of events without the heavy burden of expense that had previ- 
ously been incurred in the printing of a supplement. Many 
readers, however, felt that it would be preferable to discontinue 
the Record, rather than devote the major part of the March 
POLITICAL SCIENCE QUARTERLY to it. The Record, indeed, 
seemed less necessary than in earlier years, when it was almost 
unique as a succinct compendium of current history. At the 
present time, several periodicals and yearbooks present con- 
venient reviews, monthly and annual, of events throughout the 
world. 

In view of these circumstances, the Editors and the Officers 
of the Academy of Political Science feel that they can best 
serve the members and the public by discontinuing the Record 
of Political Events and by utilizing henceforth all the space of 
the POLITICAL SCIENCE QUARTERLY for articles, book reviews 
and book notes. 
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
